Notwithstand- 
ing tne attitude of the leaders of the 
stoke, the fact is becoming apparent 
that an nprising is imminent. Tiw men 
are drialdnf heavilv, and in so doing 
show that tney are beginning to Ignore 
the advice of their leaders. * 

Five more evictions took place at 
Adrian yesterday. The sheriff, accom- 
panied by twenty-seven armed guards, 
removed tbe household effects t)f iiie live 
families out of their boldiu!4^' and turned 
tbe vvretehe l peojile out into liio cnlil. 
Tbe homeli >, ones u ere taken in hand 
by tbe strike comnultee and L;ivi'n tem- 
porary slielli'r.

Handreds of Snow Ptows and Thaasands 
of Men Trying te Clear the Bloekaded 
Traeks— Oveat Pears of Many People 
■tsrvlag to Deatk er Perlahlag Prons 
the Cold Hefwre They Can Me Rescued. 
San 1"k.\n( isco, Jan. 23.— The pros- 
pects are that the great snow blockade 
on the Central Pacific railroad will be 
cle.'ired in a few hours. Clear weather 
is reported at all stations from Rocklin 
to Trill kee. with one or two oeeptious. 
At Cisco the snow is fifteen feet on the 
level, and in the drifts the snow is three 
times as deep. Fifteen engines are at 
work with the rotary plow near Cham- 
pion's .Spur. The snow was thrown fif- 
teen f( et on either side of the track. 
One hundred and fifty snow shovellers, 
who were engaged in digging a trench, 
were surprised and completely buried 
by snow from the plow. They were not 
badly injured. 

The way is now clear to tunnel No. 13. 
The railroad oliiri;d.s say th.it the road 
will biiirly lie opened liy to-night. 
Heavy sliile-i and drifl.s, bo\\e\er, are 
rejiorted bet w een Truckee and Mora. A 
rotary plow is . Iraring a roail to Blue 
< 'anyon. a n! it e.xpei'ted to soon clear 
tbe tiark to I hi' two iniprisoiied passen- 
ger tiaiiis between Blue C'anvon and 
Alta. None of the snow slides have 
caved In. although the weight of the 
snow in some places is very heavy. The 
average depth of the snow along the 
sheds is twenty feet Over 1,000 snow 
shovellers are now on the mountains. 
Tniokee is cut off from ail communica- 
tion with the outside world, but this is 
true of all mining aad other towns in 
the Sierras.
